B.M.A.  Against  Salaried  Service. — By  a

community."  A  recommendation  was 
adopted  that  a  complete  medical  service 
should  be  closely  co-ordinated  and  developed 
by  the  application  of  a  planned  national 
health  policy.  Mr.  H.  S.  Souttar  (chairman 
of  the  Council)  said  there  had  been  indica- 
tions recently  that  the  proposals  shortly 
to  appear  in  the  White  Paper  were  likely  to 
meet  with  the  Association's  approval,  but  the 
Association  had  entered  into  no  negotiations 
with  the  Ministry  and  would  be  under  no 
obligation  to  accept  any  proposal  the  White 
Paper  might  contain.  . 
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Gift  for  Research. — A  donation  of  ^5,000 
has  been  made  by  Imperial  Chemical 
Industries,  Ltd.,  in  response  to  an  appeal 
by  Oxford  University  for  ^250,000  to  found 
an  ophthalmic  research  department. 

Industrial  Development  Urged  for  Black- 
pool.— Blackpool  Corporation  have  been 
urged  by  the  local  Juvenile  Advisory  Com- 
mittee to  co-operate  with  Lytham  St. 
Annes  and  other  towns  on  the  coast  in 
promoting  the  introduction  locally  of  light 
industries  after  the  war,  and  to  put  Govern- 
ment buildings  to  profitable  use  in  this 
respect.

Diminished  Demand  for  Orange  Juice. — 
Oldham  Food  Control  Committee  learned  at 
its  September  meeting  that  there  had  been 
a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  bottles  of 
Ministry  of  Food  orange  juice  issued  locally 
from  12,160  in  July  to  7,900  in  August. 
The  availability  of  fresh  fruit  was  thought 
to  have  had  an  effect  on  the  sale  of  orange 
juice;  the  local  holidays  were  another 
possible  cause.

If, 
however,  a  wholesaler  can  prove  that  at  all 
times  since  March  3,  1939,  he  has  supplied 
Natural  Menthol  to  the  retail  trade,  and  can 
prove  also  that  at  the  date  of  coming  into  force 
of  this  Order  he  had  in  his  possession  stocks  for 
which  he  has  paid  more  than  75s.  per  lb.,  and 
that  he  has  notified  the  amount  of  such  stocks 
to  the  Central  Price  Regulation  Committee, 
then  in  respect  of  those  stocks  the  maximum 
price  of  95s.  per  lb.  may.be  increased  by  the 
difference  between  75s.  per  lb.  and  the  price 
he  actually  paid,  so  long  as  his  price  does  not 
exceed  125s.  per  lb.  See  Editorial  comment, 
P-  313. 
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Receiving-charge  Sentences. — The  case  in 
which  six  men,  three  of  them  hairdressers, 
were  charged  with  receiving  450  dozen 
bottles  of  Brylcreem  (C.  <S-  D.,  September 
18,  p.  263),  was  concluded  at  West  Ham 
Police  Court,  London,  on  September  18,  all 
the  accused  being  found  guilty.  Norman 
Marcus  was  fined  £25  or  two  months'  impris- 
onment ;  Hyman  and  Philip  Marcus  were 
each  sentenced  to  six  months'  imprisonment, 
and  Simon  Appleboom,  carrying  on  business 
as  J.  Appleton,  hairdresser,  Manor  Park; 
Jack  Phillips,  hairdresser,  Forest  Gate,  and 
Alfred  Astley,  hairdresser,  trading  as 
Maison  Astley,  Dagenham,  were  each  fined 
£100.  Notice  of  appeal  was  given,  and  the 
defendants  were  released  on  bail  pending 
the  hearing  of  the  appeals. 

Alleged  Black-market  Transactions. — At 

Liverpool  Police  Court,  on  September  15, 
five  defendants  (Frederick  Joseph  Mulhol- 
land,  salesman,  of  no  fixed  address;  George 
Leonard  Greet,  salesman,  Leicester  ;  Wil- 
liam  Longton   Fairhurst,   Ph.C,  superin- 
tendent pharmacist,  Wigan;  Henry  Simon 
Carr,   company  director,   Liverpool ;  and 
Philip  Jacobs,  company  director,  Liverpool) 
were   committed    for   trial   at  Liverpool 
Assizes.    All  were  accused  of  conspiring  to 
contravene  the  provisions  of  Section  1  of 
the  Prices  of  Goods  Act,  1939,  Section  4  of 
the  Goods  and  Services  (Price  Control)  Act, 
1941,  and  Orders  thereunder.  Mulholland 
was  further  accused  of  selling  to  Carris's, 
Ltd.,  chemists,  Liverpool,  lots  of  forty  and 
304  gross  of  razor  blades  at  prices  in  excess 
of  those  permitted,  and  of  selling  them 
otherwise  than  by  retail.   Carr  and  Jacobs 
are  directors  of  Carris's,  Ltd.,  and  Fairhurst 
is  the  superintendent  of  the  company.  The 
magistrate  said  that  he  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  there  was  no  case  for  Jacobs 
and  Carr  to  answer  in  respect  of  two  sum- 
monses alleging  that  they  aided  and  abetted 
Mulholland  in  the  sale  of  forty  gross  of  razor 
blades  to  Carris's,  Ltd.   On  the  remaining 
accusations  he  found  there  was  a  case  for 
'all  the  defendants  to  answer.  Fairhurst, 
Jacobs  and  Carr  pleaded  not  guilty.  All 
were  allowed  bail  with  the  exception  of 
Greet,  who  was  stated  to  be  a  naval  deserter. 
Evidence  was  then  heard  in  a  case  which 
concerned    Mulholland    and    Greet  alone. 
They  were  accused  of  conspiring  to  sell 
otherwise   than   by   retail   certain  price- 
regulated  goods,  including  tooth-brushes, 
cosmetics,  perfumes,  and  razor  blades ;  and 
of  feloniously  receiving  7,272  razor  blades, 
the  property  of  the  Government.  Greet 
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was  further  accused  of  failing  to  send  to 
seller  of  certain  price-regulated  good 
notice  in  writing  demanding  an  invoic

A  detective-constable  said  thai 
recovered  852  blades  from  Pugh's  si 
and  288  from  the  pharmacy  at  17  Tarle 
Street.  The  managing  director  of  Soup 
Ltd.,  Morecambe,  gave  evidence  that 
blades  produced  in  court  were  ma 
factured  for  export  and  not  for  sale  in 
country. 

Peanut  Oil  as  Olive  Oil.— At  Southr. 
Police  Court,  on  September  15,  Art 
Roylance,  proprietor  of  a  mixed  busines 
Everton  Road,  Southport,  was  summo 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  sell 
arachis  oil  as  olive  oil.  A  sampling  off 
of  Southport  Corporation  called  at  defe 
ant's  shop  on  July  5  and  was  served  wit 
bottle  of  "olive  oil"  for  which  he  p 
2s.  gd.  The  analyst's  certificate  stated  t 
the  sample  consisted  of  arachis  oil.  Pre 
cuting  solicitor  said  the  Corporation  ] 
received  notice  that  Roylance  intended 
rely  upon  an  invoice  stating  that  he  bou 
the  oil  from  a  Liverpool  firm  as  olive 
but  to  succeed  Mr.  Roylance  must  sh 
that  at  the  time  of  the  offence  he  had 
reason  to  believe  the  oil  was  other  tl 
olive  oil,  and  further  that  when  he  sold 
oil  to  the  sampling  officer  it  was  in 
same  state  as  when  he.  purchased  it  fr 
the  seller.  The  chairman  said  that,  on 
evidence,  the  magistrates  found  that  R 
lance  had  bought  the  oil  under  an  invc 
describing  it  as  olive  oil,  and  they  accep' 
that  it  was  in  the  same  state  when  sold 
when  he  bought  it.

Again,  are  there  "too  many  of  us," 
when,  on  the  writer's  own  admission, 
"medical  science  is  leaping  forward  at  an 
inspiring  rate ' '  ?  And  hospital  pharmacy, 
important  as  it  is,  is  not  likely  to  become 
the  only  type  of  "true  pharmacy"  in  the 
near  future :  there  will  be  much  to  be  done 
at  the  counter  in  helping  and,  so  far  as 
practicable,  educating  the  public  who  un- 
doubtedly regard  the  chemist  as  their  unpaid 
adviser. 

Latin  and  English 

Your  editorial  comment  on  the  relation 
between  pharmaceutical  Latin  and  Basic 
English  would  no  doubt,  in  more  normal 
times,  evoke  considerable  correspondence 
on  the  part  of  your  subscribers.  Some  of  us 
may  live  to  see  Latin  restored  in  a  measure 
as  a  medium  of  international  communica- 
tion in  science ;  like  other  inflected  lan- 
guages, it  has  the  advantage — if  on  balance 
it  is  an  advantage — of  not  requiring  so 
fixed  an  order  of  words  as  English  does. 
As  you  point  out,  the  Latin  of  prescriptions 
is  understood  internationally.  Basic  Eng- 
lish, to  which  my  attention  was  first  drawn 
about  ten  years  ago,  has  one  obvious  merit, 
that  of  being  associated  with  a  language 
spoken  by  millions  of  people  throughout  the 
world  and  read  by  millions  more:  The 
incidental  mention  of  it  by  the  Prime 
Minister  at  Harvard  the  other  day  has 
given  it  further  publicity,  with  the  result 
that  several  letters  on  it  have  appeared  in 
"The  Times."  The  main  difficulty,  as  I  see 
it,  is  that  it  is  what  may  be  described  as  a 
one-way  system :  a  student  who  has 
mastered  it  but  knows  no  more  of  our 
language  can  be  understood  by  English- 
speaking  people  but  does  not  necessarily 
understand  what  is  said  by  them  in  reply. 
As  an  instance,  a  correspondent  in  the  series 
referred  to  has  remarked  that  if  an  employer 
said  to  an  employee  brought  up  on  Basic 
English,  "Write  it  down,"  the  employee 
"would  stare  at  him,  for  his  vocabulary 
does  not  include  the  word  'write,'  and  the 
employer  should  have  said  'Put  it  down.'  " 
It  should  accordingly  be  regarded  as  an 
introduction  to  the  study  of  our  grammar 
and  vocabulary  rather  than  as  a  via  media 
for  foreign  students  who  have  not  the  time 
(nor,  perhaps,  the  ability)  to  master  sufficient 
"pucka"  or  standard  English — call  it  what 
you  will — for  their  purposes.    '  XfOVSer

Re-entry  of  Examination  Candidates 

On  a  question  addressed  to  him  regarding 
the  re-examination  of  candidates  who  had 
failed  in  the  Licence  examination,  Mr. 
John  J.  Gaynor  (law  adviser)  wrote:  "I 
sent  a  case  to  Mr.  Costello,  as  instructed,  to 
advise  if  a  rejected  candidate  from  either 
the  January,  April,  July,  or  October 
Licence  examinations  could  present  him- 
self for  examination  at  the  next  half-yearly 
examination  even  if  precisely  six  months 
had  not  elapsed  between  the  actual  dates  of 
the  examinations.  I  am  sending  herewith 
a  copy  of  Counsel's  opinion  from  which  you 
will  note  he  advises  such  a  candidate  could 
not  present  himself  in  the  next  half-yearly 
examination."  A  letter  on  the  same  subject 
was  read  from  Mr.  T.  Esmonde  (secretary, 
Dublin  chemists'  branch,  Irish  Union  of 
Distributive  Workers  and  Clerks),  who 
stated  that  the  committee  of  the  branch  had 
passed  a  resolution  that  "representing,  as 
we  do,  the  employees  in  pharmacy  through- 
out Eire,  we  wish  to  protest  strongly  against 
a  resolution  which  we  believe  has  been 
tabled  for  discussion  at  the  next  Council 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  regarding  the  proposed  extension 
of  the  period  in  which  a  rejected  candidate 
can  present  himself  for  re-examination." 
His  branch  felt,  wrote  Mr.  Esmonde,  that 
if  the  examination  were  extended  beyond 
six  months  for  rejected  candidates  it  would 
mean  a  great  hardship  on  part-time  and 
unemployed  assistants.  "We  trust,  on

Offer  of  Property 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Pembroke 
Estates  Office  intimating  that  the  Society 
would  be  given  the  first  refusal  of  a  lease  on 
the  sites  at  the  rear  of  their  existing  prem- 
ises, Nos.  1  and  2  Grants  Row,  of  which  the 
rent  would  be  £8  per  annum.

The  issue  of  this  particular  price  control 
Order  has  created  some  lively  discussion  in. 
the  markets,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  most 
of  the  regular  merchants  handling  the  article 
feel  that  the  right  course  has  been  taken. 
The  opinion  has  been  expressed,  however, 
that  the  Order  should  have  been  issued 
about  six  months,  ago  when  the  price  of 
natural  menthol  was  nearer  75s.  per  lb.  It 
was  known  on  the  market  that  firms  not 
usually  in  the  trade  were  buying  menthol, 
and  that  in  some  instances  private  indivi- 
duals were  acquiring  cases,  a  business  which 
was  apparently  entirely  speculative.  It 
should  be  pointed  out  that  many  of  the 
merchants  holding  stock  refused  these 
market  orders,  preferring  to  keep  their 
supplies  for  the  regular  consumers.  The 
market,  as  a  result  of  this  speculative 
buying,  continued  to  rise  and  the  regular 
merchants,  while  advancing  their  prices  in 
line,  generally  sold  at  a  few  shillings  per  lb. 
below  the  quoted  figures.  The  chief  com- 
plaint against  the  price  of  75s.  per  lb.  is 
that,  owing  to  the  delay  in  fixing  the  price, 
most  of  the  merchants  have  sold  their 
cheaper-costing  material,  and  have  been 
compelled  to  pay  the  speculator's  price  in 
order  to  obtain  stocks.  It  would  appear, 
therefore,  that  they  will  be  faced  with  some 
loss  if  they  decide  to  sell.  Merchants  also 
feel  that  they  are  being  somewhat  hardly 
treated  compared  with  wholesalers,  as  the 
latter  are  permitted  to  make  a  profit  on 
their  costs.  Some  concern  is  also  being  felt 
in  the  matter  of  forward  delivery  contracts 
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at  prices  much  above  the  75s.,  for,  according 
to  market  conditions,  these  contracts  have 
to  be  fulfilled,  the  date  of  the  sale  being- 
before  the  regulations  were  issued.  It 
should  be  noted  that  synthetic  menthol  is 
not  affected  by  the  Order;  the  supply  of 
this  produce  is  not  large  and,  in  contra- 
distinction to  those  of  the  natural  menthol, 
prices  compare  favourably  with  those 
quoted  in  1939.    (Text  of  Order  on  p.  303). 

Imported  Goods  Price- 
Controlled 

The  Board  of  Trade,  in  consultation  with 
the  Central  Price  Regulation  Committee, 
has  made  an  Order  under  the  Goods  and 
Services  (Price  Control)  Act,  1941,  con- 
trolling two  classes  of  goods  hitherto  uncon- 
trolled. The  effect  of  the  Order  is  to  fix, 
by  controlling  margins,  the  maximum  prices 
for  wholesalers  and  retailers  in  respect  of 
imported  goods  which  are  similar  to  goods 
manufactured  in  this  country  the  maximum 
wholesale  and  retail  prices  of  which  are 
prescribed  in  other  Orders  made  by  the 
Board  of  Trade.  The  Order  also  fixes  maxi- 
mum prices  for  goods  which  have  been 
bought  for  export,  but  the  export  of  which 
has  been  prevented  by  the  action  of  H.M. 
Government  or  the  Government  of  the 
country  to  which  the  goods  were  to  be 
exported,  and  which  are  subsequently 
offered  for  sale  on  the  home  market. 

Prices  for  Direct  Imports 

With  regard  to  imported  goods,  the  maxi- 
mum prices  on  a  sale  by  a  wholesaler  or 
retailer  who  has  bought  them  direct  from 
the  importer,  are  calculated  by  adding  to 
the  price  paid  to  the  importer  the  same 
percentage  margin  of  that  price  as  that 
wholesaler  or  retailer  would  be  entitled  to 
add  to  the  price  paid  to  the  manufacturer 
if  the  goods  had  been  manufactured  in  this 
country.  This  provision  relates  to  all  goods 
for  which  maximum  percentage  margins 
have  been  fixed  for  wholesalers  and  retailers. 
The  part  of  the  Order  concerned  with 
exporters'  maximum  prices  for  prevented 
exports  applies  to  goods  sold  by  an  exporter 
who  can  prove,  first,  that  he  intended  at

EMPIRE  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS 

Indian   Drug  Control  Laboratory. — The 

first  meeting  of  the  Drugs  Technical  Advi- 
sory Board,  one  of  the  functions  of  which 
will  be  to  advise  the  Indian  Government  on 
the  establishment  of  a  Central  Drugs 
Control  Laboratory,  was  held  recently  in 
Delhi. 

Pharmacy  Licences  for  "  Politically-reli- 
able"  Poles. — Chemists' licences  are  to  be 
reissued  in  Poland,  the  authorities  announ- 
cing that  only  chemists  who  are  "  politically 
reliable"  and  Jiave  some  German  blood  in 
their  veins  will  have  their  licences  renewed. 
Licences  will  be  granted  to  individuals  only. 
They  must  work  either  in  their  own  shops 
or  for  an  employer.  Licences  will  not  be 
granted  to  groups  of  shops. 

Australian  Glycerin  Issue  for  Diabetics. — 
Recently  the  Commonwealth  Department 
of  War  Organisation  of  Industry  investiga- 
ted a  complaint  that  diabetic  sufferers  were 
facing  a  critical  shortage  of  special  diabetic 
foods.  It  was  found  that  the  principal 
cause  was  an  insufficient  allocation  of 
glycerin  to  a  manufacturer  in  Victoria,  and 
the  manufacturer's  quota  was  immediately 
increased  100  per  cent,  to  fifty  tons  yearly. 

Jugo-Slav  "  Black  Market  "  Defeated.— 
The  Ministry  of  Health  of  the  puppet 
Government  of  Jugo-Slavia  has  announced 
that  since  it  undertook  the  control  and 
registering  of  medicines  in  1942  hoarding 
of  supplies  has  ceased  and  the  "black 
market"  in  drugs  is  defeated.  Prices  are 
claimed  to  have  been  kept  at  a  reasonable 
level,  but  an  appeal  is  made  to  the  public 
to  collect  medicinal  herbs  in  large  quantities, 
to  meet  serious  reductions  in  stocks  due  to 
reduced  imports. 
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AUSTRALIAN  DRUG  PLANT  CULTIVATION 


An  informative  account  of  progress  towards 
producing  in  Australia  drug-yielding  plants 
for  which  conditions  are  suitable  is  given 
in  "Australasian  Notes  and  News"  (April 
17,  p.  68).  The  article  describes  the  work 
done  personally  by  Mr.  Russell  Grim  wade 
(chairman  of  directors,  Drug  Houses  of 
Australia,  Ltd.).  Within  a  few  days  of  the 
declaration  of  war  Mr.  Grim  wade  cabled  a 
British  seed  firm  for  1  lb.  each  of  five 
varieties  of  seed :  Poppy,  digitalis,  bella- 
donna, hyoscyamus,  colchicum.  These 
drugs  were  among  six  temperate-zone 
herbal  drugs  later  classified  as  essential  by 
the  Commonwealth's  Medical  Equipment 
Control  Committee. 

Poppies 

From  the  pound  of  seed  obtained,  the 
first  task  was  to  multiply  the  seed  for 
further  sowing.  Within  twelve  months 
90  lb.  of  seed  was  available.  This  seed  was 
distribut3d  all  over  Australia.  The  chemists 
of  one  of  the  company's  subsidiaries,  Felton, 
Grimwade  &  Duerdin's,  investigated  the 
possibility  of  a  process  for  obtaining  the 
morphine  direct  from  the  poppy  heads 
or  poppy  hay,  and  a  process  was  devised 
that  proved  successful  on  a  laboratory 
and  pilot-plant  scale.  Extraction  of  the 
latex  to  make  opium  proved  uneconomic. 
Under  arrangements  made  with  the 
Medical  Equipment  Control  Committee  and 
the  Department  of  Supply  and  Shipping, 
the  company  contracted  to  supply  5,000  oz. 
of  morphine  sulphate  at  "cost  without 
profit,''  the  responsibility  for  supplying  the 
raw  material  resting  with  the  Common- 
wealth Government.  A  large-scale  plant, 
based  on  the  firm's  process,  is  expected  to 
be  in  production  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Digitalis 

A  preliminary  difficulty  with  this  drug 
was  to  estimate  Australia's  needs  of  the 
dried  leaf.  Experience  showed  it  to  be 
between  two  and  three  tons  per  annum. 
The  annual  plant  is  found  to  give  the  best 
leaves.  The  ripe  green  leaves  are  picked  as 
near  to  midday  as  possible  ;  they  are  strung 
on  sticks  (as  in  the  tobacco  industry)  and 
hung  up  in  a  drying  cupboard ;  after  eigh- 
teen hours,  during  which  time  the  tempera- 
ture is  kept  at  140-1500  F.,  they  are  dry  and 
friable.  They  are  immediately  subjected 
to  mechanical  pressure  as  great  as  can  be 
exerted,  and  the  bale  is  taken  from  the 
press  and  sewn  up  in  good-quality  jute 
canvas.  A  sampling  tool  is  put  through  the 


bale  in  two  places ;  the  core  goes  iiU 
airtight  tin  and  is  sent  to  the  universll 
physiological  assay ;  the  result  is  ste;B 
on  the  bale.  Bales  weigh  about  130  111] 
assays  range  from  o-88  to  1-75  interne!] 
standard.  Already  a  considerable  nil 
of  bales,  over  and  above  Australian  nil 
ments,  have  been  sent  to  England.. 

Other  Drugs

Business,  of  course,  is 
restricted  by  the  very  modest  supplies  of 
"free"  oil  available,  and  in  many  instances 
quotations  vary  according  to  quality  of 
the  product  offered.  No  further  information 
is  available  regarding  the  official  scheme  for 
the  distribution  of  essential  oils,  but  the 
matter  is  understood  to  be  proceeding  satis- 
factorily. The  Ministry  of  Food  announces 
changes  in  the  existing  prices  of  refined  oils 
and  imported  edible  animal  fats  allocated 
to  primary  wholesalers  and  large  trade 
users  during  the  eight-week  period  Septem- 
ber 19  to  November  13.

Slimming  Cream. — D.  A.  it.— An  ex-

Training  as  Laboratory  Assistant. —  G.S. — 
So  far  as  we  are  aware  there  is  no  specific 
course  of  training  for  laboratory  assistants 
in  pure  chemistry.  If  you  have  in  mind 
working  as  an  assistant  in  a  pathological  or 
bacteriological  laboratory,  the  Association 
of  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Labora- 
tory Assistants  (secretary,  Mr.  S.  J. 
Benyer,  308  Dewsbury  Road,  Wakefield, 
Yorkshire)  would  no '  doubt  help  you  in 
suggesting  some  course  of  training,  though 
we  understand  the  Association  is  not  a 
teaching  body.  ' 

Acidity  of  Treacle. —  K.  B. — A  main 
obstacle  to  our  putting  your  formula  to  the 
test  has  been  that  theriaca  is  only  to  be 
obtained  "on  points."  However,  it  is 
evident  that  the  sample  is  acid,  and  if  it 
must  be  used  the  only  way  is  to  warm  the 
mixture  of  ammonium  carbonate  and 
treacle  on  a  water  bath,  stirring  the  whole 
time  to  get  rid  of  the  effervescence,  after- 
wards incorporating  the  nux  vomica.  The 
operation  must  be  carried  out  carefully  to 
avoid  undue  loss  of  ammonia.  Another 
method  would  be  to  neutralise  the  treacle 
with  bicarbonate  of  soda  or,  preferably,  with 
sodium  hydroxide  in  5  per  cent,  solution. 

Starch  Substitutes. — H.K. — Many  different 
materials  are  being  used  at  present  as  starch 
substitutes  and  it  is  difficult  to  suggest  a 
formula  not  knowing  what  substances  are 
available  to  you.  One  of  the  difficulties  in 
preparing  starch  substitutes  is,  of  course, 
that  common  starch  is  sold  at  such  a  low 
price  whereas  the  materials  available  for 
making  substitutes  are  generally  rather 
expensive.  The  main  basis  of  the  starch 
substitutes  now  being  sold  appears  to 
consist  of  a  gum  together  with  a  low-priced 
soluble  filler  and  a  little  insoluble  filler. 
No  formulas  have  been  published  so  far  as 
we  are  aware,  but  as  a  basis  for  experiment 
we  suggest  10  to  15  per  cent,  of  gum  acacia, 
tragacanth  or  karaya,  or  some  other  suitable 
vegetable  gum,  together  with  a  soluble 
filler  such  as  sodium  chloride  or  magnesium 
sulphate  and  a  little  chalk  or  kaolin  as  an 
insoluble  filler. 
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Toxicity  of  Phenothiazine. — From  a  clin- 
ical and  experimental  study  of  phenothia- 
zine in  human  beings  and  rats,  Bercovitz 
and  others  ("Journal  of  the  American 
Medical  Association,"  122.  15.  1006)  con- 
clude that .  the  drug  is  capable  of  causing 
toxic  reactions  in  an  appreciable  number 
of  patients.  It  did  not  prove  itself  an 
effective  anthelmintic  or  amcebicide. 

Carbohydrate  Tolerance  under  Nicotinic 
Acid. — As  a  result  of  administering  nico- 
tinic acid  to  fifteen  non-diabetic  and  twelve 
diabetic  patients,  Neuwahl  ("Lancet," 
September  18,  p.  348)  reached  the  con- 
clusion that  nicotinic  acid  may  render  a 
patient  more  sensitive  to  the  action  of 
insulin.  Carbohydrate  tolerance  among  the 
diabetic  patients  he  found  to.be  in  all  cases 
improved. 

Sulphonamides  Locally  in  Wounds. — His 

experiences  in  treatment  of  wounds  in  600 
cases  by  implantation  of  a  powder  in  the 
sulphonamide  group  are  described  by  Key 
in  the  "Journal  of  the  American  Medical 
Association"  (122.  15,  1003).  There  were 
no  toxic  symptoms,  except  fever,  which 
occurred  in  about  5  per  cent,  of  the  cases, 
and  may  or  may  not  have  been  caused  by 
the  drug.  In  these  cases  the  total  post- 
operative complications  were  three  deaths, 
seven  haematomas,  one  separation  of  wound 
margins,  two  stitch  abscesses'  and  two 
infections.  The  two  infections  were  mild 
and  developed  late.  In  the  other  cases  the 
wounds  healed  in  a  normal  manner  without 
excessive  scar  formation  and  the  average 
period  of  hospitalisation  was  shortened.  -' 

Blood  and  Soft  Soap  Coagula.— In  an 
endeavour  to  find  a  pliable,  non-irritant 
antiseptic  coagulum  for  treating  burns  in 
the  field,  Robinson  ("Lancet,"  September 
x8>  P-  35  J)  experimented  with  triple  dye 
in  bases  of  gum  acacia,  egg  albumin, 
collodion  and  soft  soap ;  with  soft  soap 
and  egg  albumin ;  and  with  blood  and  soap. 
The  last-named  provided  a  soft,  durable 
coagulum,  under  which  healing  appeared 
rapid,  although  the  number  of  cases  tested 
was  not  large  enough  for  general  conclusions 
to  be  drawn.  Soft  soap  and  egg  albumin 
was  satisfactory  but  is  impracticable  so  long 
as  eggs  remain  scarce.'  Of  106  cases,  mostly 
second-degree  burns,  treated  with  a  triple- 
dye  soft-soap  mixture,  ninety-one  of  them 
septic  on  admission  and  forty-one  feverish, 
there  were  no  deaths,  no  skin-grafts  were 
necessary,  and  all  healed  in  a  satisfactory 
period  with  minimum  scarring  and  without 
contracture.
